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Hot Fries: A Rotary Tradition

The 
peeled potatoes were then cut 
into fry size and submerged into 
eight-gallon milk cans of ice 
cold water to keep them crisp 
and from becoming discolored 
The next day they were French 
fried as needed at the fair- 
grounds in a very small booth 
with only one frier 

The first year's sales are es- 
timated to be at least $500.

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Simple Precautions... 


Long johns and perhaps even scuba gear seem 
to be in order this year for participants and patrons 
of the Autumn Glory Festival; however, we hope 
folks will dress appropriately and come out anyway 
to support, and more especially, to enjoy the dozens 
of events the Festival has to offer 

The recent change to colder weather has also 
increased the activity of our local volunteer fire 
departments, as stoves and flues which have been 
dormant for months are again reactivated and 
causing problems. 

Because of the connection between colder 
weather and increased danger of fire, and because 
this happens to be Fire Prevention Week, we wish to 
emphasize once again a few of the easy, but 
potentially life-saving, precautions all should take. 
The two items being stressed by fire officials during 
Fire Prevention Week this year are smoke alarms 
and a family fire escape plan. 

In the state of Maryland, the use of smoke 
alarms in all types of residential housing is required 
by law. When the law passed a few years ago, there 
were gripes from some who believe this law to be 
among those that are an infringement upon personal 
freedom of choice. While we respect that point of 
view, we are certain that most of those doing the 
griping are not among the firefighters who have 
lifted the charred bodies of children from the 
smoking remains of a house 

It is true that our nation guarantees certain 
freedoms of choice; however, just as with the 
Maryland seatbelt and safety seat laws, it is 
recognized that too many parents are choosing not to 
protect their children. Such a matter should not be 
left to choice, because children are either incapable 
of making these choices, or they are, in some cases, 
not allowed to make them. When a parent decides 
that his child does not have to ride in a safety seat, 
he is placing that child in danger and thus taking 
away that child’s right to safety, which should not be 
a parent's option. (Oct. 15 is National Seat Belt Use 
Day.) 

Both sides of this issue can be argued at length; 
however, the facts are: the use of smoke alarms is 
the law and smoke alarms do save lives. So, during 
Fire Prevention Week, we hope all those who have 
neglected to install these inexpensive devices in 

their homes will do so now, before the winter heating 
season really goes into high gear. 

Taking just a half-hour to design and practice 
and family escape plan is also strongly advised, so 
that if and when the smoke alarm sounds, all 
members of the family will be rehearsed on how to 
exit the house to safety. 

There are thousands killed by fire every year in 
this country, and those numbers could be reduced by 
at least half if these and other simple precautions 
are observed

National Safety 


Belt Use Day 


The Maryland State Police 
will join with law enforcement 
agencies throughout the nation 
in support of National Safety 
Belt Use Day, to be observed 
Thursday, October 15. Spon- 
sored by the United States 
Congress, a proclamation will 
be issued by President Reagan 
calling on the American people 
to wear safety belts and to have 
their children use child safety 
seats 

According to First Sgt. W.H 

Bill” Graham of the McHenry 
detachment, the proclamation 
will also encourage public 
safety and law enforcement 
agencies to promote greater 
usage of these essential safety 
devices 

Graham noted that the man- 
datory seat belt law applies to 
all passenger and multi-use 
vehicles registered anywhere in 


the U.S., and mandates that 
persons in the outboard seats 
(driver and front passenger 
seats) of a vehicle wear a seat 
belt at all times 

The law specifies that if a 
person, 16 years of age or older, 
is not wearing a seatbelt, he is 
subject to a fine of $25. If the 
person in the passenger seat is 
under the age of 16 and not 
wearing a seatbelt, the driver of 
the vehicle will be cited 

According to Graham, the 
seatbelt law can only be en- 
forced as a secondary violation 
that is, the law can only be en- 
forced if the driver is stopped 
for another infraction. If a 
driver has a physical disability 
that does not allow for the use of 
a seatbelt, he is required to

A newer anti-viral drug called Amantidine ts available and 
when given orally can also prevent influenza type A infections, 
but not B type infections.

In addition, many of the viral infections that occur 
during the winter such as the cormmon cold aren't truly the influ- 
enza epidemic for which this vaccine is designed to treat. Some 
patients become frustrated when they have upper respiratory in- 
fections after receiving the influenza vaccine, thinking that the 
vaccine will cover all viral type infections. However, this is not 
true. The influenza vaccine was designed solely for the particular 
viral infection that is anticipated that causes a great deal of mor- 
bidity and mortality 
Persons in high risk groups as described in this article should 
make appointments with their family physicians for ummuniza-

Low Fat Diets 
Can Be Harmful 
To Children 


Many people have recently 
become aware of the health 
benefits of a diet lower in fat 
High fat diets have been associ 
ated with risk of 
stroke, heart attack and cancer 
But many people also assume 
that if a low fat diet is good for 
an adult, it must also be good 
for children, including 
infants. According to a new 
booklet from the American In 
stitute for ¢ Research 
that could be a serious mistake 

The American Institute for 
Cancer Research notes that 
while adults should limit fat in 
their diets 
dietary element for developing 
children. Attempting to restrict 
dietary fat for children under 18 
months of age, by limiting them 
to skim milk or low fat solid 
foods, may result in babies not 
wetting the fat for 
normal development of their 
brains and nervous systems 

The Institute's new booklet, 

Infant Nutrition: Sound Eat- 
Habits Start Early,” pro 
basic information on 
sound nutrition for young 
children, It notes that babies 
who are either breast fed or 
bottle fed on a regular formula 
will get sufficient amounts of 
dietary fat for normal develop- 
ment occur when 
parents attempt to limit the 
baby’s diet to the low or no fat 
foods they themselves are eat 
ing 

The Institute notes that as a 
baby is switched over to solid 
it is important to begin 
teaching the child positive eat 
This includes pro- 
viding 4 broad variety of goods 
with a emphasis on 
fresh fruits and vegetables, It is 
also a good time to limit sweets 
Although even newborn babies 
seem to be born liking sweets, 
studies have indicated that 
what the baby is fed during the 
first year may 
taste for sweets later on

highly trained staff that provides valuable 
information to the physician. There is now a wealth 
of information about how a person's lungs are 
working that can be determined and measured 
With pulmonary disease being a leading cause of 
death and disability among the American people, 
the Pulmonary Lab has become an important part 
of the diagnostic process and preventative health 
care 


The Pulmonary Technologists participate in 
the diagnosis of the pulmonary patient by 
administering a variety of tests and presenting a 
pulmonary analysis of these findings to the 
physician. Working under the supervision of a 
licensed pulmonary physician, the Technologists at 
Memorial Hospital are trained to perform a wide 
range of procedures which assist in determining the 
presence and extent of pulmonary disease 


Memorial Hospital's Pulmonary Laboratory is a 
full-service laboratory offering a complete line of 
pulmonary function studies. Studies available to 
assist the physician in his diagnosis and treatment 
of an individual are: 


Spirometry: A precise and easy method of 
detecting the presence or absence of a disease 
process. The spirometry study is a relatively quick 
and easy screening study which is used not only in 





the hospital, but easily transported to the business 
or industry setting for screening of employees 


Pulmonary Ventilation Studies: These studies 
measure gas diffusion and gas distribution of the 
lung 


Blood Gas Studies: Assist in diagnosing 
suspected problems with oxygenation, ventilation 
or acid-base balance abnormalities 


Bronchial Challenge Studies: Assist in 
diagnosing bronchial hyperreactivity, a cardinal 
feature of asthma 


Exercise Tolerance Testing: A physiologic 
stress study that can be used to evaluate the 
individual's cardiocirculatory and respiratory system 

The above tests are used to evaluate asthma, 
emphysema, occupational lung disease, respiratory 
difficulties resulting from trauma or surgery. or any 
other respiratory disease. 

These tests may also be combined with either 
medications or methods of therapy. When 
combined with medications or therapy, the 
effectiveness of either can be determined. and 
modifications, if needed, can be made in the 
treatment of the patient. 

Because of the information obtained in the 
Pulmonary Lab, treatments for patients with lung 
diseases have been enhanced, enabling many to 
recover faster and others to live more productive 
lives.
